Body of ex-Prasidant Found by 


Attendant and Nurse. 


GRIEVED FOR_QUENTIN'S FATE 
Son's Death in Battle Contributed 


Largely to Colonel's Breakdown. 
One of the things believed to have 


contributed more than any other to 
Colonel Roosevelt's breakdown was the 
death last fall of his son, Lieutenant 
Quentin Eoosevelt, the aviator, in ac- 
tion in France. 


Proud of his heroic son's achieve- 


ments, Colonel Roosevelt bore up un- 
der the sorrow of his death with a 
fortitude that was in keeping with 
his spirit in public life. 


Friends said while the father "did 


not carry his heart on his sleeve," he 
suffered most poignant grief* In si- 
lence and tried to forget them by 
plunging harder than ever into his 
work. 


Quentin was killed In combat, July 


17, 1918, at Chamery, France. 
For 


some weeks previous to confirmation 
of his death there were reports he had 
possibly been taken prisoner by the 
Germans and mfght turn up alive.

war and 
risked death in hunting big game and 
exploring the jungles of Africa and 
South America, passed away peace­ 
fully while asleep. He was the victim 
of a blood clot in the lung, resulting 
from inflammatory rheumatism, trace­ 
able to an infected tooth from which 
he suffered twenty years ago. 


He died alone, while a faithful ne­ 
gro, James Amos, who had served 
him since the days 
in

White 
House, alarmed by the patient’s un­ 
usually heavy breathing, left the bed­ 
room to call a nurse. 


A moment later Mrs. Roosevelt was 
at her husband’s bedside.

GRIEVED FOR QUENTIN’S FATE 


Son's 
Death 
In 
Battle Contributed 


Largely to Colonel's Breakdown. 
One of the things believed to have 
contributed more than any other to 
Colonel Roosevelt’s breakdown was the 
death last fall of his son, Lieutenant 
Quentin Roosevelt, the aviator, in ac­ 
tion in France. 


Proud of his heroic son’s achieve­ 
ments, Colonel Roosevelt bore up un­ 
der the sorrow of his death with a 
fortitude that was in keeping with 
his spirit in public life. 


Friends said while the father “did 
not carry his heart on his sleeve,” he 
suffered most poignant grief» in si- 
Jence and 
tried 
to 
forget them by 
plunging harder than ever into his 
work. 


Quentin was killed in combat, July 
17, 1918, at Chamery, France. 
For 
some weeks previous to, confirmation 
of his death there were reports he had 
possibly been taken prisoner by the 
Germans and might turn up alive. 
This suspense added to the distress of 
the Roosevelt household. 


While returning to his home shortly be­ 
fore 5 o'clock on Tuesday evening after 
delivering newspapers on his route, Renis 
Wagatnan, of Waynesboro, was hit by an 
automobile driven by J. H. Wiader, of 
Gettysburg, aad sustained a broken thigh 
bone.

Sanity of Men Afflicted on Battlefields

The medical department of tbe army is entering Into one of tho biggest 


reconstruction problems that ever has confronted It. It is the problem of 
reclaiming "shell shockers" by menus of phvsieal training and development 
The practice is being tried out at the new Fort Sheiidan reconMi uction hos- 
pital. It Is under the direction of Lieut. C'ol. Theodoie S. Proxmire, head of 
the hospital. 
Maj. George W. Wooduick is the athletic director of the 


hospital and Charlie White, lightweight prize fighter, is in charge of the exer- 
cises. Capt. F. A. Walters is m charge of the shell-shock ward. 


Already 40 cases have been ie<eived from France 
All of those men 


were In some stage of temporary insanity as a result of shock. The theory 
on which the work Is being done is that physical development first and mental 
development later will bring about recovery. 


The first exercise the men are put through is rope skipping. Then comes 


handball. 
This is strenuous, After that comes light work in basket ball, 


boxing and the like. Every day the amount of work is increased until finally 
the man will be getting the same amount of work as a boxer in training for 
a big match. 


In some cases recovery is effected in as short a time as ten days. This 


has been the fact in a number of cases at the new base. The men ere then 
gent home on a furlough to rest up. 


Of the 40 cases in the hospital only a small percentage are violent. But 


even these work out under guard. 
Some will only work to music. 
Some 


prefer ragtime, while others show a liking for the classics. 


Meanwhile work is going forward at a rapid rate on the new buildings of 


the hospital, which will be equipped to care for 1,500 men. The final capacity 
Is to be 5,000. Buildings—temporary wooden structures—are being built all 
over the historic parade grounds. 


Conservation of Fuel May 


Be Made By Using Furnace 


Fire to Cook Some Dishes 


^An easy way to conserve fuel in 


cooking is by utilizing the furnace 
fire. 
Dishes that can b° cooked in a 


casserole are becoming more and more 
popular and the fu«£aco offers an 
economical way of preparing them. 


Every furnace has, just within the 


coaling door, a wide ledge capable of 
holding a 
good-sized vessel. This 


ledge is an excellent plr.cc for cook- 
ing dishes which requ'- e slow baking 
or a sort of stewing 
Beans as pre- 


pared in New England are deliciously 
cooked on this ledge. 
For them an 


earthen pet is even better than a cas- 
serole. 
It should be large enough to 


contain an extra amount of water, for 
the evaporation is more tapid in so 
highlj-heated a place than in a stove 
or range oven. 


A bean pot, an earthenware vessel 


with a handle making it look almost 
like a mug, is the best kind of uten- 
sil as it has something by which it 
can !>e moved. 


TMe shape and size of the bean-pot 


leaves space on the ledge for some 
other vessel. Puddings and escalloped 
dishes can be will-cooke 1 and soup 
can be made to simmer if the fiie is 
at a low temperature. Casserole cook- 
eiy also adapts itself to furnace prep- 
aration especially in the ungla/ed for- 
eign casseroles.

ma> crack in time under such heat as 
glows in a furnace.

Narcotics in Country Despite 


Harrison Antinarcotic Law 


No report of recent years will sur- 


prise the casual reader so much as 
that made to the United States con- 
gress by a special committee investi- 
paling the use of narcotics, observes 
a writer in the Houston Post. 


According to that report there are 


no fewer than 1,500,000 habitual users 
of narcotics in this countrj—and this 
m spite of the Harrison antmarcottc 
law in force lor several years. 


The investigators say that 1,000,000 


people are known as users of drugs 
and that 500,000 are secretly addicted 
to the habit. 


They say that within the former 


diaft ages of twenty-one to thirty-one 
arc found 200,000 known users of the 
drug in the state of New York among 
the men alone. 


They say that thousands formed the 


habit after they were drafted in or- 
der to insure their rejection from 
the army. 


They say that in spite of all pres- 


ent law 6 the use of morphine, co- 
caine, heroin and similar medicines 
and drugs is increasing r.u-rc rapid- 
ly than ever before in the history of 
this country. 


They say that it is necessary imme- 


diately to pass more stringent laws 
for the protection of people from the 
"dope" vender.

Salt Lake Is 75 Miles Long, 


30 to 50 Miles Wide, and Has 


An Average Depth of 20 Feet 


Perhaps no salt ponds anywhere in 


the world possess so many natural ad- 
vantages as the Great Salt Lake, says 
Stanley W. Todd, In Popular Me- 
chanics Magazine. Ljmg as it does !n 
one of the great valleys of the Rock- 
ies, on the eastern edge of the great 
basin, the lake extends north and 
south for 75 miles, while Its width va- 
ries from 30 to 50 miles. It has an 
average depth of 20 feet and Is 4,218 
feet above the sea level. There Is lit- 
tle rainfall throughout the year, and 
the ever-present sun, together with the 
flat shores, contribute to the ideal con- 
ditions of summer operation. 


The lake has no outlet and the water 


is as nearly saturated with salt as it 
can be without crystallizing. Great 
strides have been made in recent years 
in the methods of making high-grade 
salt, both by the grainer and vacuum- 
pan processes. Solar evaporation and 
grainer methods are used at Salt Lake, 
the mill being located at a place call- 
ed Saltair. During the season when 
the harvesting is under way, the water 
is pumped from the lake at the rate 
of from 10,000 to 12,000 barrels a day, 
the pumping being carried on from tea 
to 14 hours.

With the British-American Armies. 


—German deviltry seemed to know no 
bounds in the last days of fighting on 
the British front, after the Ilmden- 
burg line had been shattered. 
They 


attached grenades to the bodies of 
dead Huns left behind in the German 
retreat, so that when the bodies were 
lifted the grenades exploded, killing 
or wounding the bearers. 


Near the town of Le Cateau, a num- 


ber of Australian stretcher bearers 
were killed by these grenades in at- 
tempting to remove some German 
dead from the field from in front 
of an American machine-gun position. 
Thereafter, no Australian would put 
hand on a dead German. 
In some 


cases the bodies were dragged to their 
burial places by means of a long 
rope, which allowed the stretcher 
bearers to keep out of range of any 
exploding hand grenades. 


The Americans, on the other hand, 


hit upon a plan of making the Ger- 
man prisoners bury their own dead. 
In one instance, a Boche prisoner was 
summarily shot because he refu&ed to 
remove the body of one of his dead 
companions. 
An examination of the 


body later led to the discovery that 
it was mined. The German was aware 
of this fact and refused to touch it. 


In one small town evacuated by the 


Germans, many of the beds were 
found to be mined. An American offi- 


cer, 
tired and worn by hard fighting* 


souKht rest on a lounge m a room pre- 
viously occupied bj a German officer. 
The lounge blew up and he vvas in- 
stantly killed 


Another officer picked up a pair of 


field glasses, left bj the Germans, and 
was adjusting the focus when the 
glasses exploded In his hands and 
blew away part of his face. 


The Huns had become adept in the 


nefarious business of making infernal 
machines, mines and time fuses, and 
there vvas scarcely an area where the 
electrical and engineering experts of 
the allies did not find some new form 
of their fiendish ingenuity.

Doughboys' Pets Range 
in Variety

Donkeys. 


Paris.—The American soldier's well- 


, known penchant for mascots, as exem- 


j pllfled during the last year by the Im- 


portation into France of an innumer- 
able variety of pets ranging from 
canary birds to donkeys, reached its 
zenith on this side of the water—and 
almost got him into trouble. 


For several months 
French* boys 


were reported missing from their 
homes and from public 
orphanages. 


Investigation disclosed that most of 
these boys, ranging In ages usually 
from ten to fifteen, were the mascots 
of units of American soldiers. They 
,w«re found, comfortably established 


in American barracks, living with the 
soldiers and receiving the considera- 
tion and regalement which befits the 
official mascot of a company of "les 
Americanes." 
The practice started 


when a few units annexed homeless 
French boys who happened around 
their camp. But the life was too at- 
tractive to be confined to the home- 
less, and other French youths, living 
with their parents or provided for In 
orphanages, deserted these homes to 
become American soldiers' proteges. 


At one aviation instruction center 


ten boys were found, each supported 
by an aviation scjuadron, which, by 
way 
of tailor-made 
uniforms and 


other means, was trying to outdo the 
other In caring for their mascot. Most 
of these boys were going to school 
but—they were smoking cigarettes. 


General Pershlng issued an order 


prohibiting the "adoption" of more 
boys and requiring that all those be- 
ing maintained as mascots be returned 
to their homes.

Knelt in Prayer in Trenches. 


Francis E. Miller, son of Mr. and Mrs. 


Pius A. Miller, of Gettysburg, member of 
the machine gun company, 109th Infan- 
try—a unit ot the Iron Division—writes 
in part as follows: 


As the war is now over I am allowed to 


write about it and I will tell you of some 
of my exciting adventures. I have had 
many narrow escapes from death, which 
were miraculous in every sense of the 
word. I attribute my coming through 
safely to the providence of God, and I, 
with many other soldiers, often knelt down 
in the trenches and prayed. The first 
that I went ''over the top" was in July^ 
It was the battle of the Marne The Am- 
ericans took Fismette and advanced four 
miles in the same place that the British 
and French had failed. I was not scratch- 
ed in the fight but many ot my compan 
ions were killed by my side 
Out of 250 


men who went into the lines only 125 
came out. It was in thifa fight that I got 
my German lieutenant and three others 
besides capturing prisoners. I will tell 
you about several of my close experiences. 
Being on the front line trencher the Huns 
started a heav^' shelling of the area in 
which my post was located. Seeing it 
was getting too hot I suggested to the 
man at the next post, McCullough, from 
Detroit, that we move down a short dis- 
tance until the fire ceased 
McCullough 


told me I could go if I wanted to but he 
was going to stay saying, "If they are go- 
ing to get you, they are going to get you." 
I moved down where danger was less and 
in a few minutes saw a shell strike the 
post and tear it up. 
McCullough's post 


also was hit. When the fire cooled we 
went back to the old position ; nd found 
McCullough lying there shot to pieces. In 
the battle of Val death again was narrow- 
ly averted. 1 etooped over to see if my 
friend who was shot by my side was dead, 
and a bullet passed through my gas mask 
which was hanging beside my breast, An- 
other close call was experienced when a 
great shell hit the dirt in front of my post, 
but failed to explode. 1 WAS covered with 
dirt and had to be dug out. At first 1 thot 
my leg was broken, but later discovered 
that no injury had been received. 


From a lonely listening post we heard a 


rustle in the wheat above us in No Man's 
Land, and got in position for a shot. Soon 
some one was heard to jump down in the 
trench. 
Running coward the place of the 


noise a sixteen ye.ir old German soldier 
was encountered with his hands up and 
crying ''Kamenul, Kamerud", with his 
eyes full of tears. The prisoner told me 
he had been chained to a gun all day and 
made to fight. When released for midnight 
lunch he took chances of crawling through 
No Man's Land to give up rather than 
staying with his own people and dying 
chained to a gun. Speaking of the battles 
the people cannot ever cjnmve of them. 
The hardships endured and the fauileriug 
gone through are more horrible than im- 
agination can conbUuc. 1 was "over the 
top" thirteen times, being in the big July 
drive which changed the tide of the war. 
On the Marne front we -\\adud through 
dead bodies in No Man's Lanj.

Details of his death 
have not been received, liis father was 
formerly superintendent of the Hoffman 
Orphanage. He leaves his parents, four 
brothers and three sisters: George Hart- 
man, of Philadelphia; Rev. Ralph Hart- 
man, of Marysville; Ezra Hartmau, recent- 
ly returned from overseas; and Hugh 
Hartman, at home; Mrs. George Baldwin, 
Chestertown, Md.; Mrs. Clarence Smith, 
near Gettysburg, and Miss Rboda Hart- 
man, at home.

(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 
To prevent the spread of a serious 


wheat disease that recently has done 
much damage in certain parts of the 
United States, especially Virginia, the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture advises farmers in Virginia, \% ost 
Virginia, Maryland and California to 
maintain a careful watch for eehvorm 
galls in their grain and to make all 
possible efforts to stamp out the dis- 
ease. 


The disease may be recognized in 


the threshed grain by the presence of 
hard, dark-colored galls about one- 
half the size of a wheat kernel. These 
galls contain the very small eehvorms. 
It is best to get seed from uninfested 
fields. 
Where this cannot be done, a 


salt-water method is recommended for 
removing the eehvorm galls from the 
sound grain to be sown. 


The eehvorm has done the most dam- 


age in Virginia, causing as much as a 
40 per cent; loss in some fields this 
year. 
It occurs in minor degree in 


West Virginia, Maryland and Cali- 
fornia, these beins the only states 
where 
its 
positive appearance 
is 


known, but it is feared that the trou- 
ble occurs in other states and possibly 
may have been overlooked or mistaken 
for bunt, cockle seed or bin-burnt 
wheat. 


Samples of wheat or grain thought 


to be affected with this disease should 
be sent for positive identification to 
the state agricultural experiment sta- 
tion or to the office of cereal investiga- 
tions, United States department of ag- 
riculture, Washington, D. C. 


The disease is not native to the Unit- 


1 ed States and it can be controlled by 


1 careful precautions. 


How to Clean Diseased Seed- 


If disease-free seed cannot be ob- 


tained,* the 
"salt-brine"' 
method 
is 


recommended for separating ihe in- 
fected kernels, or galls, from the good 
wheat kernels. A 110 per cent salt so- 
lution should be made by dissolving 40 
pounds of common salt in -"> gallons 
of water. The diseased seed should 
be poured slowly into this solution. 
which meanwhile is stirred vigorously. 
The sound wheat kernels will sink, 
tvhile the galls, light kernels, and trash 
will float. The galls and other lloat-

ing material may be skimmed off, after 
which the Knit solution, which may be 
used repeatedly, should be drained 
away and the grain rinsed in water im- 
mediately. After the grain is dried by 
spreading it on a floor or canvas and 
stirring occasionally it is ready for 
planting. 


The diseased galls should nove. be 


thrown on the ground or otherwise dis- 
posed of until they have been plunged 
for a few minutes into boiling water 
to kill the eehvorms. After being given 
this boiling process they may be fed 
to chickens. 


Signs of Infection. 


The disease is usually indicated by 


its effect on wheat heads in the fields, 
although it may occur to.some extent 
on all parts of the plant above the 
ground. 
Diseased heads ordinarily 


stay green longer—that is, ripen later 
—and are commonly smaller 
than 


those not affected, while the chaff or 
glumes may be spread open a little by 
the black eelworm balls. These galls 
come in the wheat heads in place of 
good kernels. 
They are dark and 


hard, and somewhat shorter and thick- 
er than wheat grains. Often these can 
be seen plainly in the affected heads 
between the spreading glumes. 


Eelworm's Life Cycle. 


Within the wheat galls are thou- 


sands of very small living but raotion- 


j less "baby nematodes," called larvae. 


i These, when placed in water, can be 


i barely seen as short, threadlike fibers, 


i whieh soon begin active movement. 
' In the spring the young eehvorms es- 
: cape into the soil from galls which 


have fallen to the ground or which 


; were sown with the wheat seed. With 


an eel-like movement they reach the 
young seedlings, finally become located 
between the leaf sheaths neor the 
buds, and as the plant grows are grad- 
ually carried up to the heads. 
There 


they enter the young flowers and pro- 
duce the galls, where they grow to 
maturity and lay eggs which develop 
into larvae. Thus the life cycle is com- 
pleted. At maturity of the plant tho 
larvae in the galls become dried and 


j motionless, and can remain in that 


couditioq alive for many years. 


Work of European Corn Borer. 


United State;?, because its eap ilulitiea 
df inflicting injury to the- crop are al- 
most limitless. State and federal au- 
thorities are striving to destroy the in- 
sect, and to control and confine it \vith- 
in tho present infested area. 


Corn growers and other interested

amining rornliehK stalks of corn, and 
dried vegetation in such fields, to dc- 
UTinino whether t l u > insect is pivsrnt. 
Stalks and .stems should be split open 
from end to end and if a slender, dirty 
white or pinkish, naked caterpillar is 
discovered therein, the examiner should 
communicate with the State Kntomolo- 
gist, State Experiment Station. Staie 
Board of Agriculture, or the Bureau of 
Entomology. United Slates Department 
of Agriculture, Washington, D. ('. 


Tho parent of the European corn 


borer is a yellowish moth measuring 
about one inch across tho expanded 
wings. It lays its eggs upon the corn 
leaves or leaves of grasses or weeds 
in or near the cornfields. These eggs 
soon hatch and young caterpillars ap- 
pear and begin feeding on near-by 
leaves. Later they crawl to the un- 
folding heads of the corn and begin 
their work of destruction. They fre- 
quently bore into the tassel stem, de- 
vouring its internal portions to such 
an extent thatT5ie tassel will fall off. 
This phase of injury is readily seen 
and is usually the first; indication of 
the presence of this borer. When the 
caterpillars become larger they attack j 
the main stalks at the base of the 
leaves and it is not unusual to find ! 
more than 25 insects attacking a single 
stalk of corn. 
After the ears have, 


formed they are promptly attacked and 
very seriously injured. 


The caterpillar is. almost naked, slen- 


der, pinkish or dirty white in color, and 
about three-fourths of an inch in length. 
Almost invariably it is to be found 
within the stalk or other portions of 
the plant, as its instinct causes tho 
caterpillar to hide away within the 
plant upon which it, may bo feeding. 
When the caterpillars mature they pu- 
pate within the stalks, and about Au- 
gust 1, in the neighborhood of Boston, 
a new brood of moths emerges to lay 
their eggs upon the corn, and thus con- 
tinue the work of destruction. The 
caterpillars resulting from this sum- 
mer brood of moths live throughout 
the winter, hidden within the dead and 
dried stalks of corn, stems of grass, 
weeds and green garden vegetables, 
where even the coldest weather does 
not injure them in the least. How- 
ever, at this time, they may easily be 
destroyed by burning such vegetation 
while it is dry and in good condition 
to ignite readily. It is more impor- 
tant that all grasses and large weeds 
which have grown in and near corn- 
fields be burned, because these may 
harbor thousands of caterpillars. De- 
struction of the insects by burning, as 
described above, is the only satisfac- 
tory means of destroying the pest 
which has yet been discovered. All ef- 
forts to poison the insects have prov- 
en both expensive and unavailing.

GRIEVED FOR QUENTIN'S FATE 


Son's 
Death 
in 
Battle 
Contributed 


Largely to Colonel's Breakdown, 
One of the things believed to have 
contributed more than any other to 
Oolonel Roosevelt's breakdown was the 
death last fall of his son, Lieutenant 
Quentin Roosevelt, the aviator, in ac- 
tion In France. 


Proud of his heroic son's achieve- 
ments, Colonel Roosevelt bore up un- 
der the sorrow of his death with a 
fortitude that was in keeping 
with 
his spiWt in public life. 


Friends said wliile the father "did 
not carry his Jieart on his sleeve," he 
suffered most poignant grief» In »1- 
3ence and

forget them by 
plunging harder than ever Into his 
worlr. 


Quentin was killed In combat, July 
17, 1918, at CImmery, France. 
For
